Dental Health Amendments Introduced in Legislature 


roposed amendments to the Illinois 

Dental Practice Act were intro- 

duced in the House of Representa- 
tives at Springfield on March 24, 1959, 
by Representative Marion Burks, of Ev- 
anston, with the following Representa- 
tives as co-sponsors: William G. Clark, 
Clyde L. Choate, Alan J. Dixon, William 
E. Pollack, Dr. Edwin E. Dale, Terrel E. 
Clarke, Harold A. Hoover, William C. 
Harris, Edward C. Eberspacher, Paul J. 
Randolph, George W. Dunne, Frances L. 
Dawson, Robert L. Burhans, Albert W. 
Hachmeister, Walter J. Reum, Peter J. 
Miller, George F. Stastny and Edward 
Schneider. 

This Bill, identified as House Bill 604, 
was assigned by Speaker Paul Power to 
the Committee on Public Aid, Health, 
Welfare, and Safety. Hearings by this 
Committee are held on Tuesdays and in 
all probability the first opportunity for 
hearing will be on April 14, at which 
time the witnesses for organized dentistry 
will appear before the Committee and 
speak in behalf of the Bill and also an 
' opportunity will be afforded at this time 
for any opponents to voice their opinions. 

Amendments incorporated in this Bill 
cover four main subjects as follows: 


Re-registration of Dentists 


Provide for biennial registration of 
dentists, beginning July 1, 1960, the re- 
newal of license fee each two years to be 


$6.00. This same system of registration 


was enacted into law for the Medical 
Profession, effective July 1, 1958. In the 
case of Dentists, it should produce ap- 
proximately $20,000.00 per’ year in re- 
newal fees. This would assist the State in 
financing departmental work relating to 
dentistry and to public dental health. 


Work Orders Required 


Require Dentists to provide written 
work authorizations or work orders to— 
dental laboratories as a prerequisite for 
laboratory work to be done, both the 
Dentist and the laboratory to retain copies 
for three years. 


Advertising 


Clarify by statute the limitations on ad- 
vertising by dental laboratories in accord- 
ance with the Illinois Supreme Court 
opinion in People ex rel Chicago Dental 
Society v. A A A Dental Laboratories, 
et al, 8 Ill. 2d, 330, and also to further 
limit advertising by licensed dentists. 


Mandatory Jail Sentences 


Increase the penalty for violating the 
Dental Practice Act by providing a man- 
datory jail sentence for second and sub- 
sequent offenses. 


In addition to the strong bipartisan 
sponsorship indicated above, the Illinois 
Medical Practice Act Commission recently 
voted unanimously in favor of the first 
3 amendments and suggested possible

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Our Dental Budget Plan 


As 1700 of our members know, the Chicago Dental Society and the First Na- 
tional Bank have established a prepayment plan for budgeting the cost of dental 
services over a year or more time. For this service the patient is charged 61 
per cent interest on the note, the amount of the note is discounted 4 per cent 
and the balance paid the dentist when he commences the treatment. This 4 per 
cent of each note is placed in a reserve fund to care for any delinquent notes. 
It is hoped that before too long a sufficiently large sum will be accumulated so 
that part of it can be used for a program of dental health education. 

To participate you must be a member in good standing in the Society and ~ 
have filled out the necessary forms (which qualify you as a participating den- 
tist). These can be obtained from the Chicago Dental Society office. By this 
simple process you are ready to participate in the Plan and thereby provide a 
more complete service for your patients. 

There seems to be some misunderstanding as to the purpose of the Plan. It 
is designed to provide a budget plan for what are considered good credit risks. 
It is not a plan to underwrite doubtful credit risks and provide the dentist with 
payment in advance at the expense of the reserve fund. Dentists have become 
incensed when the Bank has refused credit to one of their patients. We should 
apply the same yardstick in asking credit from the Bank as we would if we were 
assuming the risk ourselves. Remember, too, that for the 4 per cent discount on 
the note you get your money in advance, you have no collection problems, no 
monthly statements, you can complete the work in the shortest time instead of 
waiting for the patient to keep even with you in his payments, and you have 
made it possible for your patients to afford the very best in choice of treatment 
and in materials without the imposition of financial strain upon them or finan- 
cial risk to you. 

Please don’t blame the Bank for your patient’s turndown for the credit check 
is strictly impersonal and objective. The fewer bad credit risks and the bigger 
the reserve fund the sooner can we expect a reduction in our discount rate. 

Make good use of this fine service; don’t abuse it.

Our Code of Ethics has been revised by the Ethics Committee and 
approved as it iiipaiake here by the Chicago Dental Society Board of 
Directors. This copy of the Code is augmented by interpretations of 
its various provisions. All members should file the Code for their 


future reference and continuous guidance. 
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Code of Ethics of the 
CHICAGO DENTAL SOCIETY 


(Editor’s Noie: This article was prepared by the Ethics Committee and contains 
interpretations of the Code of Ethics. Members should file this copy of the Fort- 
NIGHTLY Review for future reference.) 


In order that the dignity and honor of the dental profession may be upheld, its 
standards exalted, its sphere of usefulness extended, the advancement of dental sci- 
ence promoted, and that the members of the Chicago Dental Society may understand 
more clearly their duties and obligations to the dental profession, to their patients, 
and to the community at large, the following Code of Ethics is prescribed. 

This is the Principles of Ethics of the American Dental Association, with interpreta- 
tions and additions as adopted by the Chicago Dental Society. Wherever a section 
appears under the heading “Interpretation” this constitutes the ethical standards by 
which members of the Chicago Dental Society are to be guided and judged in this 


community. 


GENERAL DEPORTMENT 


See. 1. It is the duty of every dentist, and it shall be incumbent upon every 
member of this Society to govern his deportment according to the underlying prin- 
ciples that have motivated the formulation of this Code. It is not assumed that the 
following articles cover the whole field of dental ethics; the dentist is charged with 
many duties and obligations in addition to those set forth herein. Briefly, the “Golden 
Rule” should be conscientiously applied by every member of the dental profession. 
Membership in the Chicago Dental Society is a privilege not a right. 


ADVERTISING 


See. 2. AS AN INDUCEMENT TO PATRONAGE IN THE PRACTICE 
OF DENTISTRY, either to the laity or the profession, it is unethical and unprofes- 
sional for a dentist to employ or permit the employment, of handbills, posters, cir- 
culars, cards, signs, stereopticon slides, motion pictures, telephone, radio, television, 
newspapers, lectures, or any kind of printed or written publication or any other 
device especially if used for the purpose of: 

(1) Advertising personal superiority or ability to perform services in a superior 
manner. 


(2) Advertising definite fixed fees, which in the nature of the professional service 
rendered, must be variable. 


(3) Advertising statements that might be calculated to deceive or mislead the 
public. 


(4) Advertising any or more types of dental service, thereby implying either 
superiority or lower than average fees in these fields. 


(5) Advertising under the name of a corporation, company, institution, clinic, 
association, parlor or trade name. 


(6) Advertising special or allegedly exclusive methods of practice or peculiar 


styles of service. 


(7) Advertising reports of cases or the possession of special certificate, diplomas, 
etc. 
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(8) Employing or making use of advertising solicitors, free publicity press agents, 
radio announcers, entertainers or lecturers. 
(9) Guaranteeing or warranting operations. 


(10) It is unethical to appear in a radio or television show (as a dentist) without 
first obtaining the sanction of the Chicago Dental Society. 


The fact of promulgation of any of the forms of advertising covered in this section 
shall be held to be satisfactory proof that the dentist named either employed or per- 
mitted the employment of the advertising message. 


INTERPRETATION: (1) Dentists practicing a specialty of dentistry may mail charts, 
reprints, or personal communications to those members of the profession from whom 
they are receiving references, but shall not be privileged to circularize the profession 
at large with charts, reprints, or any matter that is obviously a subterfuge for adver- 

INTERPRETATION: (2) (a) PUBLICITY IN THE PRESS, RADIO, TELEVI- 
SION, ETC. It shall be considered unethical for any member of this Society, (other 
than an official Health Officer issuing formal health bulletins) to issue, or cause to be 
issued, by interview or otherwise, any statement to the press or other nondental publi- 
cation, dealing with scientific dental matters, unless such member shall have received 
the authorization of the Ethics Committee of this Society. Individual dentists, how- 
ever, may submit to being interviewed, when so authorized. Upon receiving such 
authorization the member shall make a transcript of whatever public statement is to 
be issued, (such transcript to be limited by the regulations governing Advertising, 
as prescribed in Section 2, of the Code of Ethics), and compare such transcript with 
the reporter’s copy, for approval, or correction if necessary, previous to publication. 


(b) Writing for the laity without a byline is not disapproved, provided (1) the 
publication in which the article is to appear is of a responsible and reputable charac- 
ter; (2) the subject matter and manner of its presentation are essentially educational 

in effect, and not of an advertising nature. 


(c) Broadcasting over the radio or television, whether or not in person, or par- 
ticipating by dentists in commercial broadcasting programs is not disapproved, pro- 
vided (1) the subject matter and manner of presentation is essentially educational; 
(2) the dentist does not endorse the products of the organization sponsoring the 
broadcast; (3) the announcer’s continuity is acceptable, in that no exaggerated or 
unwarranted claims are made; (4) meets with the approval of Chicago Dental Society. 


(d) No member shall permit his or her photograph to be published in the public 
press or other publication not of a dental nature, in such a manner or with such 
context as would be used for advertising his or her practice. 


(e) Such articles, personal interviews, or broadcasts over the radio and television 
must not tend to aggrandize the dentist by referring to any singular achievement, 
such as unique or outstanding methods of practice, or in any way imply personal 
superiority or ability to perform any dental service in a superior manner. IT IS 
ALSO EXPRESSLY FORBIDDEN TO HAVE SUCH PUBLICITY CARRY 
THE DENTIST’S OFFICE ADDRESS. 


(f) Dentists who are members of this Society shall comply with the laws of the 
State of Illinois and the City of Chicago relating to the practice of dentistry. Any 
dentist who shall be reprimanded, disciplined, or sentenced by final action of any 
Court or other authority of competent jurisdiction, pursuant to the Laws of the 
State of Illinois governing the practice of dentistry, shall therefore render him or 
herself liable to discipline by the Society, as share for in the By-Laws of the 
Society. 
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INTERPRETATION: (3) It shall be considered unethical for a member of this So- 
ciety to circularize the public by card, poster, handbill, telegraph, telephone, radio, 
television or newspaper, etc., or any kind of printed or written matter, or any device, 
that is obviously a solicitation for patronage and a subterfuge for advertising. 
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DIRECTORY ANNOUNCEMENTS 


See. 3. It is unethical for a dentist to permit the placing of his name in any city, 
commercial, telephone, or other public directory or directories in public or office 
buildings, using what is known as display type, or type that is in any way dissimilar 
to the standard in size, shape or color, or to use any other device tending to give his 
name visual prominence over other names listed. It is likewise unethical for a den- 
tist to permit the printing of his name in any kind of public directory under a head- 
ing such as “Specialists,” “Surgeon Dentists,” or any other heading or device that 
might create in the mind of the reader the impression that the individual so listed 
is superior to those whose names appear under such a simple heading as “Dentists.” 


INTERPRETATION: (1) It is unethical for a member of this Society to list his name 
in any public directory, or on signs, stationery, car, window, doors, or any other form 
of display, using the heading or wording “SURGEON Dentist” or “Dental Surgeon.” 


INTERPRETATION: (2) It shall be deemed unethical for a member of this Society 
to permit or cause his name to be listed in any restrictive listing or directory, which 
might be construed as advertising. It is, however, permissible to allow a member’s 
name to be listed in official public telephone directories, membership rosters of incor- 
porated or chartered professional societies, or a building directory, using only his 
name and professional degree, or the words Dr......... , Dentist, subject to the 
restriction specified in this section. 


INTERPRETATION: ( 3) It shall be deemed unethical for members of this Society 
to continue the name in any directory, or to display on signs or stationery, the name 
of any other practitioner who is deceased or retired from active practice for a period 
longer than one year. 


INTERPRETATION: (4) It shall be unethical to use listings such as “Residence,” 
“Hours,” “Days of the week,” etc., in either official classified, or regular telephone 
directory. 


INTERPRETATION: (5) It is permissible to use “If No Answer Call.” Also, listings 
may be made in more than one official telephone directory, but only once in the 
classified section and only once in the general listing of names in the same directory. 


CARDS IN PRESS, ETC. SPECIALISTS 


See. 4. In this community it is not customary for professional men to insert a 
card in the local press, or in programs for social events, theatres, etc. If a dentist 
confines himself to the practice of a licensed specialty and is so licensed, by the State 
of Illinois, he may announce in modest type the same as his name in the telephone 
directory “ORTHODONTIST, PROSTHODONTIST, PEDODONTIST, PERIO- 
DONTIST, ORAL SURGEON, ORAL PATHOLOGIST, and PUBLIC HEALTH 
DENTIST.” 


INTERPRETATION: (1) Since it is not customary in this community for profes- 
sional men to insert cards in local press or programs for social events, etc., it is un- 
professional and unethical for members of this Society to indulge in such practice. 
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INTERPRETATION: (2) Members of this Society whose practice is limited to a 
specialty of dentistry, and is licensed as such, may mail removal notices, or announce- 
ments of their engaging in a specialty, to the profession at large, but only at the time 
of such removal, and only at the time of their entrance into the practice of such spe- 
cialty. Such notices, or announcements, shall not include any extraneous matter, 
other than the information of such removal, or entrance into the practice of the dental 
specialty. 

INTERPRETATION: (3) Dentists practicing a specialty of dentistry may mail charts, 
reprints, or personal communications to those members of the profession from whom 
they are receiving references, but shall not be privileged to circularize the profession 
at large with charts, reprints, or any matter that is obviously a subterfuge for adver- 


INTERPRETATION: (4) It shall be considered unethical for a member of this So- 
ciety to circularize the public by card, poster, handbill, telegraph, telephone, radio, 
television, newspapers, etc., or any kind of printed or written matter, or any other 
device, that is obviously a‘solicitation for patronage and a subterfuge for advertising. 


SIGNS, PERSONAL CARDS, LETTERHEADS, ANNOUNCEMENTS, 
NAMES OF BUILDINGS, ILLUMINATION OF BUILDINGS 


Sec. 5. A dentist is permitted to use personal professional cards of modest type an- 
nouncing his name, title, address, telephone number, and office hours, and if he con- 
fines his practice to a specialty, he may so designate on cards; he may also use modest 
appointment cards and diagrams for designating needed radiograms or operations. 
No illustration or other printed matter shall appear on professional cards. The same 
rule shall apply to letterheads, billheads, envelopes, etc. A dentist may mail to his 
patients, similar modest announcements, informing them of his absence from or 
return to practice; of the opening of an office, a new location, etc. He may use modest 
size lettering announcing his name, title and profession on his office doors or win- 
dows, or at the entrance to his office, and if he practices a specialty he may state 
the specialty. Large display signs or peculiar lighting, unusual objects or characters 
of any description, or anything that copies or imitates the unethical methods of the 
charlatan shall be deemed unethical. Signs shall be limited in number to those es- 
sential to indicate to prospective patients the location of his office. 


INTERPRETATION: (1) Since signs are for the purpose of designating one’s office 
location and not to project advertising messages, the presence of any words other 
than the dentist’s name and degree, or “Dr. Blank, Dentist’ will be prohibited. 

INTERPRETATION: (2) ILLUMINATED SIGNS Are Prohibited Regardless of 
Location. This includes neon signs, shadow boxes, lights behind signs, moving pic- 
tures or slides, group billboards or any other kind of illumination intended to make 
the sign or signs more conspicuous. 


INTERPRETATION: (3) SIZE OF LETTERING ON SIGNS: 


(a) The height of lettering on signs shall not exceed three inches on street level 
of building or within ten feet of same, seven inches on signs above the first story. 


(b) The background of the signs shall not extend more than two inches beyond 
the lettering. 


(c) The lettering shall be arranged only in straight horizontal lines. 
(d) Border designs or scalloping will not be permitted. 
(e) In recessed office buildings where it is not practical to place a sign upon the 


window or against the building, and the building is at least 35 feet from sidewalk 
on street, it is permissible to have a stationary sign or name on a directory a few 
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feet in from sidewalk on street using no larger size and type of sign than permitted 
on door. 


INTERPRETATION: (4) SWINGING SIGNS: Swinging signs are prohibited. 


INTERPRETATION: (5) WALL SIGNS: The only wall sign permitted will be a 
plaque at the entrance of the building. Listings on plaque must be uniform. 


INTERPRETATION: (6) NUMBER OF SIGNS: This must be determined by the 
location of the office in the building, the size of the office, and the neighborhood. 


(a): An office having ONE exposure shall be permitted TWO window signs, in 
addition to ONE wall sign at the entrance. THE MAXIMUM NUMBER OF 
SIGNS PERMITTED IN CASES OF ONE EXPOSURE SHALL BE LIMITED 
TO THREE. 

(b) An office having TWO exposures shall be permitted TWO window signs 
on each exposure, and ONE wall sign at the entrance. THE MAXIMUM NUM- 
BER OF SIGNS PERMITTED IN CASES OF TWO EXPOSURES SHALL BE 
LIMITED TO FIVE. 

(c) An office having more than TWO exposures, or other extenuating circum- 
stances, such as two or more entrances to the building, etc., may WARRANT THE 
USE OF AN ADDITIONAL SIGN. PERMISSION FOR THE USE OF AN 
ADDITIONAL SIGN, BEYOND THE MAXIMUM NUMBER OF FIVE MAY 
BE OBTAINED ONLY BY APPLICATION TO THE ETHICS COMMITTEE. 


(d) Each and every window containing lettering shall constitute a separate sign. 


INTERPRETATION: (7) WORDING OF SIGNS: NAMES OF BUILDINGS: 
ILLUMINATED BUILDINGS: The wording of signs in any foreign language, 
or any wording descriptive of any dental operation or service is prohibited. 

(a) SURGEON DENTIST SIGNS ARE PROHIBITED. 

(b) DENTAL SURGEON SIGNS ARE PROHIBITED. 

(c) THE WORD DENTISTRY IS PROHIBITED. 

(d) DENTAL CLINICS, DENTAL INSTITUTES, OR DENTAL CENTERS 


- AND DENTAL GROUPS ARE PROHIBITED. 


(e) NAMES OF BUILDINGS ACCEPTABLE: 
1. DENTAL BUILDING 
2. DENTAL-MEDICAL BUILDING 
3. “NAMED” DENTAL BUILDING, (But not Name of Individual) 
4. “Named” PROFESSIONAL BUILDING, (But not Name of Individual) 


(f) ILLUMINATION OF BUILDINGS is frowned upon, but is permitted if 
the illumination is the same as that upon adjacent buildings, and is not there for 
the purpose of making signs more conspicuous than other parts of building. If 
there are no adjacent buildings and building is at least 35 feet back from sidewalk 
on street, it is permissible to have same type of illumination to entrance of building 
as appears on street. No spot lights are allowed to be focused on building because 
this is obviously a solicitation of patronage and a subterfuge to advertising. 


INTERPRETATION: (8) OTHER OFFICES OR CONNECTIONS: It is un- 
ethical for a dentist, or a member of this Society, to maintain or share an office, the 


signs of which, or its ethical conduct, are in conflict with this Code of Ethics or its 
interpretations. 


INTERPRETATION: (9) OFFICE CONDITIONS: Dental offices shall be clean, 
and provide adequate facilities for the treatment of patients. 
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INTERPRETATION: (10) ANNOUNCEMENTS: 
(a) Members of this Society; whose practice is limited to a specialty of dentistry, 


may mail removal notices, or announcements of their engaging in a specialty to the 
profession at large, but only at the time of such removal and only at the time of their 
entrance into the practice of such specialty. Such notices, or announcements, shall 
not include any extraneous matter, other than the information of such removal, or 
entrance into the practice of the dental specialty. 


(b) It shall be considered unethical for a member of this Society to circularize 
the public by card, poster, handbill, telegraph, telephone, radio, television, news- 
paper, etc., or any kind of printed or written matter, or any other device, that is 
obviously a solicitation for patronage and a subterfuge for advertising. 


SPLIT FEES, COMMISSIONS, ETC. 


See. 6. It is unethical for dentists to pay or accept commissions in any form or 
manner on fees or professional services, references, consultations, pathological reports, 
radiograms, prescriptions, or on other services or articles supplied to patients. This 
Society discourages the custom of the dentist selling to patients for profit or adver- 


tising purposes, mouth washes, dentifrices, tooth brushes, or other materials or 
articles. 


_ INTERPRETATION: (1) Secret division of professional fees, or acceptance of rebates 
from fees paid by patients to x-ray, clinical, or other laboratories is unethical. 


UNJUST CRITICISM 


See. 7. One dentist should not disparage the services of another to patients. 
Criticism of operations which are apparently defective may be unjust through lack 
of knowledge of the conditions under which they were performed. However, the 
welfare of the patient is paramount to every other consideration and should be 
conserved to the utmost of the practitioner’s ability. If he finds indisputable evidence 
that a patient is suffering from previous faulty treatment, it is his duty to institute 
correct treatment at once, doing it with as little comment as possible, and in such 
a manner as to avoid reflection on his predecessor. 


EMERGENCY SERVICE 


Sec. 8. If a dentist is consulted in an emergency by the patient of another prac- 
titioner who is temporarily absent from his office, or by a patient who is away from 
home, the duty of the dentist so consulted is to relieve the patient of any immediate 
disability by temporary service only, and then refer the patient back to the regular 
dentist. To urge upon the patient or to institute any other treatment is unethical. 


CONSULTATION 


See. 9. When a dentist is called in consultation by a fellow practitioner, he 
shall hold the discussion in the consultation as confidential, and under no circum- 
stances shall he accept charge of the case without the consent of the dentist who has 
been attending it, and until he has been assured that any differences concerning the 
patient’s financial obligations to the previous dentist have been satisfactorily adjusted. 


- INTERPRETATION: (1) Form of procedure recommended in other types of cases 
occurring under consultation: 


(a) When a patient has left a former dentist, and goes to another dentist for the 
completion of any pending or unfinished dentistry, and requests that this new dentist 
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finish whatever dental work is necessary, this dentist may accept the case, but shall 
make no derogatory statements of any previous dental work. 


(b) When a patient goes to a dentist for a professional opinion, and does not sig- 
nify he is undergoing treatment by, or has consulted another dentist, the consultant 
may submit his findings and recommendations direct to the patient, but shall make 
no derogatory statements of any previous dental work. 


(c) When a patient goes to another dentist for consultation, and is not so referred 
by a fellow practitioner, and the patient signifies his intention to return to his regular 
dentist for the completion of the dental work, the consultant shall first communicate 
with the patient’s dentist, wherever possible, before submitting his findings and recom- 
mendations to the patient. The recommendations shall be given to the patient by the 
consultant, without in any manner disparaging or condemning the opinion, or pro- 
posed plan of treatment prescribed by the patient’s dentist, or make any derogatory 
statements of any previous dental work. 


(d) Where a dentist has referred a patient to another dentist, seleiaa special- 
ist, etc., for an opinion, diagnosis or for any specific dental operation, service, or treat- 
ment, said dentist, consultant, specialist, etc., shall render his report, opinion, diag- 
nosis, etc., to the patient’s dentist, or perform the recommended operation, service, 
or treatment. 


When a difference of opinion exists between such dentist, consultant, specialist, 
etc., and the patient’s dentist, as to the recommended operation or service to be 
rendered, said dentist, consultant, specialist, etc., shall first communicate with the 
patient’s dentist before discussing same with the patient, and shall render no service 
or treatment to the patient, other than emergency measures. 


Nor shall such dentist, consultant, specialist, etc., accept such referred patient 
into his own practice, or refer such patient to any other dentist, specialist, consultant, 
etc., unless so authorized by the patient’s dentist, nor make any disparaging or derog- 
atory statements of any previous or proposed dental work of the patient’s dentist. 


VIOLATION OF ANY OF THE ABOVE REGULATIONS SHALL BE 
DEEMED UNETHICAL.. 


DUTY TO REPORT ILLEGAL AND UNETHICAL CONDUCT 


See. 10. It is unethical for dentists to connive at or aid in illegal practice by 
others. It is their duty to expose such persons without fear or favor. Dentists shall 
call to the attention of the proper dental or legal authorities, illegal, corrupt, or dis- 
honest conduct on the part of any member of the dental profession. 


INTERPRETATION: (1) It is unethical for a member of this Society to permit a 


dental hygienist in his employ to solicit patients, or to act in collusion with a dental 
hygienist for such soliciting. 


INTERPRETATION: . ( 2) In engaging the services of a dental hygienist, it shall be 
unethical for a member of this Society to suggest or demand, by any means as a con- 
dition of such engagement or employment that the hygienist have a following. 


INTERPRETATION: (3) The existence of business stationery, directory, or tele- 
phone office listing, under a dental hygienist’s name, shall be held to be sufficient 
evidence that a dental hygienist maintains a private practice, which is contrary to law. 


It shall be unethical for a member of this Society to associate himself with such a 
practice. 
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TESTIMONIALS AND FRAUD 


See, 11. It is unethical for dentists or dental organizations to give testimonials 
directly or indirectly, concerning the supposed virtue of secret therapeutic agents or 
proprietary preparations such as remedies, vaccines, mouth washes, dentifrices, or 
other articles or materials which are foisted on the public, claiming radical cure or 
prevention of disease by their use. 

It is also unethical to promise radical cures or to boast of, prescribe or employ 
secret methods of treatment, secret preparations or remedies, or to exhibit certifi- 
cates of skill or of success in the treatment of diseases, or to employ any questionable 
method to gain the attention of the public for the purpose of obtaining patronage. 
It is the duty of the dentist to expose dishonest methods of practice and false preten- 
sions of charlatans and to warn the public that such practices may cause injury to 
health. 

INTERPRETATION: (1) It shall be deemed unethical for a dentist or member of © 
this Society to sponsor or endorse, by letter, reprint, testimonial, or any other device, 
the merits or use of any drug, oral preparation, remedy, hygienic or other device, 
food appurtenance, machine, appliance of any kind, or any other manufactured 
article or product, for the purpose of soliciting the patronage of the dental profes- 
sion or the public, for the sale or use of such articles or products. 

INTERPRETATION: (2) It shall be considered unethical to issue a certificate of 
dental health based on an examination that occurred more than three months prior 
to the signing of such a certificate. 


PROFESSIONAL LOYALTY AND PATRIOTISM 


See. 12. Dentists shall be good citizens and as such should bear their full part 
in sustaining institutions that advance the interests of humanity. They should be 
ever ready to counsel the public on subjects relating to dental health service. They 
should refrain from any act, comment, or insinuation that may reflect upon the dig- 
nity of the dental profession, not forgetting that a well-merited reputation for hon- 
esty and professional ability carry with them their own reward. Thus, it is imperative 
that the dentist in all his relations with his patients, his fellow practitioners, and the 
public, shall conduct himself as becomes a member of a profession whose prime pur- 
pose is service to humanity. 

INTERPRETATION: (1) It shall be deemed vnsihicel for a dentist, or a member 
of this Society, upon leaving the employ of a dentist, to solicit, in any manner or 
form the patients of such former employer, unless permission shall have been granted 
in writing by such employer ; but nothing in this article shall prevent such former 
employee from accepting such patients into his practice, if the said patients, exer- 
cising freedom of choice, so select or choose. 


PATENTS 


See. 13. Changing conditions in the modern world have brought about a situa- 
tion wherein the ethics and propriety of members of the dental profession owning 
patent rights or having financial interests in instruments or devices for use in dental 
practice or the administration of dental treatment, should receive reasonably liberal 
interpretation. 

The procurement of patent rights, the whole or part ownership or a financial 
interest in any instrument or device for use in dental practice or the administration 
of dental treatment, which procurement, ownership, or financial interest may have 
for its object purposes other than the protection of the public, the profession and the | 
rights of the individual, is unethical. 
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CONTRACTS 


Sec. 14. It is unethical for dentists to enter into contracts which impose condi- 
tions that make it impossible to deal fairly with the public and fellow practitioners 
in the locality. 


INTERPRETATION: (1) It shall be considered unethical for any dentist or member 
of this Society to be employed by or to enter into any contract with, any dental 
technician or dental laboratory, for the purpose of working on private patients of 
such technicians or laboratories, or to act in any capacity as agents for the personal 
solicitation of private patients for such technicians or laboratories. 


GROUP PRACTICES, CLINICS, ETC. 


See. 15. Using the name “DENTAL CLINIC,” “DENTAL INSTITUTE,” 
“DENTAL CENTERS” and “DENTAL GROUPS,” or other title that may suggest a 
public or semi-public activity, to designate what is in fact an individual or group pri- 
vate practice is misleading and, therefore, unethical. 


INTERPRETATION: (1) A dentist may be associated with a medical clinic or cen- 
ter (a) provided the medical clinic or the center meets the requirements of the Code 
of Ethics of the Chicago Dental Society; (b) and that there are more medical men 
in the clinic, or center than dentists; (c) individual practice must be maintained, such 
as names on door, etc. 


INTERPRETATION: (2) It shall be deemed unethical for any member of this 
Society to solicit for, participate in or advertise courses or clinics in dentistry, unless 
given under the auspices of a dental college, dental society, — or non-profit 
scientific institution. 


INTERPRETATION: (3) It shall be deemed unethical for any member of this So- 
ciety, while engaged in the active practice of dentistry, to be employed by, or lend his 
name and services to, any commercial organization, group, individual, or dental sup- 
ply house, or to give clinics or demonstrations under their auspices, to the profession 
or the public, unless sanctioned by the Board of Directors of the Society. 


INTERPRETATION: (4) It shall be a violation of the Code of Ethics for a member 
to refer a patient to any dental laboratory for any services whatsoever. 


PENALTIES 


See. 16. ANY VIOLATION, INFRINGEMENT OR BREACH OF THIS 
CODE OF ETHICS SHALL BE DEEMED SUFFICIENT CAUSE FOR CEN- 
SURE, PROBATION, SUSPENSION OR EXPULSION FROM THE SOCIETY 
AS ORDERED BY THE BOARD OF DIRECTORS UPON PROPER PRESEN- 
TATION OF CHARGES BEFORE THE ETHICS COMMITTEE AND HEAR- 
ING BEFORE THE ETHICS COMMITTEE AS PROVIDED FOR IN THE 
BY-LAWS OF THIS SOCIETY. 


Sec. 16a. IF, AFTER PROPER PRESENTATION OF CHARGES HAS BEEN 
MADE AND A FULL HEARING HAS BEEN HELD BEFORE THE ETHICS 
COMMITTEE, AS PROVIDED FOR IN THE BY-LAWS OF THIS SOCIETY, 
AND A VIOLATION, INFRINGEMENT, OR BREACH OF THIS CODE OF 
ETHICS HAS BEEN PROVEN TO THE SATISFACTION OF THE ETHICS 
COMMITTEE TO HAVE OCCURRED, IT SHALL BE MANDATORY UPON 
THE ETHICS COMMITTEE TO RECOMMEND TO: THE BOARD OF DI- 
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RECTORS CENSURE, PROBATION, SUSPENSION OR EXPULSION. THE 
SEVERITY OF PENALTY SHALL BE DETERMINED BY THE SERIOUS- 
NESS OF VIOLATION, ALSO WHETHER IT IS A SECOND VIOLATION. 
IF A MEMBER IS CENSURED, PUT ON PROBATION OR SUSPENDED, 
HE IS AGAIN IN GOOD STANDING IF, AT THE END OF PENALTY, HE 
GIVES PROOF, IN WRITING, TO THE ETHICS COMMITTEE, THAT HE 
HAS CORRECTED THE REASON FOR ACTION TAKEN BY THE BOARD 
OF DIRECTORS. IF A MEMBER IS EXPELLED, HE MAY APPLY FOR RE- 
INSTATEMENT AFTER A PERIOD OF ONE YEAR FROM EFFECTIVE 
DATE OF EXPULSION. 

IF A MEMBER IS FOUND GUILTY OF A VIOLATION BY THE BOARD 
OF DIRECTORS, HIS NAME, ADDRESS.AND REASON FOR ACTION 
TAKEN SHALL BE PUBLISHED IN THE OFFICIAL PUBLICATION OF 
THE CHICAGO DENTAL SOCIETY, WHEN THE DECISION OF THE 
BOARD. BECOMES EFFECTVE. 

THE DIRECTOR MAY ANNOUNCE AT A BRANCH MEETING ANY 
ACTION TAKEN BY THE BOARD OF DIRECTORS AGAINST A MEMBER 
OF HIS BRANCH, FOR VIOLATION OF THE CODE OF ETHICS, GIVING 
THE NAME, ADDRESS AND REASON FOR ACTION TAKEN. SUCH AN- 
NOUNCEMENT IS NOT TO BE MADE UNTIL PENALTY BECOMES 
EFFECTIVE. 

Appeals: A member who is found guilty of a violation of the Code of Ethics, and is 

censured, put on probatien;-.suspended or expelled by the Board of Directors of 
the Chicago Dental Society has the right to appeal in affidavit form to the Illinois 
State Dental Society. If the decision of the Illinois State Dental Society is unsatis- 
factory to either the Chicago Dental Society or accused member an appeal for final 
settlement may be made to the Judicial Council and ultimately to the House of 
Delegates of the American Dental Association. 
An appeal from any decision shall not be valid unless filed within ninety (go) 
days after such decision has been rendered. 
No decision shall become final or effective while an appeal therefrom is pending, 
or until the ninety (g0) day period for perfecting an appeal has elapsed. 


. INTERPRETATION OF PENALTIES 


CENSURE: To reprimand member for unethical conduct and that further violation 
could result in more severe penalty. No privileges of membership taken away. 


PROBATION: Similar to Censure only conduct will be watched more closely for 
period of time. No privileges of membership taken away. 


SUSPENSION: 1. Loses right to hold office. 
2. Loses right to vote. 
3. Loses right to attend all meetings. 
4. Loses right to appear on any program of the Chicago Dental So- 
ciety either as a speaker or clinician. 
He is automatically in good standing at the end of the period of 
suspension if he has given proof in writing to the Ethics Commit- 
tee that he has corrected the reason for suspension. — 
EXPULSION: Loses all rights and privileges of membership in local, state, and na- 
tional association. He has the right to apply for reinstatement at the end of one year 
from effective date of expulsion.

School of Dentistry Alumni Association.
